Alumni Gather for Annual Banquet with After-Dinner Speeches,

LECTURE BY DR. GRENFELL 


A_ Large Audience Greets Noted 
Doctor Who Tells of work Among 
Fishermen of Labrador 


Dr. Wilfred T. Grenfell, surgeon, 
master mariner, legal adviser, lay 
preacher, supervisor of hospitals, or- 
phanages and, sailors’ homes, organizer 
of industrial and co-operative enter- 
prises, was greeted with as hearty and 
prolonged applause at his appearance 
before the large audience at Phillips 
Academy Chapel on Monday evening, as 
he has received from: preceding genera- 
tions of students. 

Although Dr. Grenfell has not spoken 
in Andover for several years, he has had 
Phillips and Abbot students as workers 
with him in Labrador, and his fame has 
been spread throughout the country 
largely by those who have been directly 
touched by the vitalizing, genuine char- 
acter of this man who really does 
things. Probably no man of the present 
day has had more hero worship, and 
perhaps no one had done more to de- 
serve it, though such a claim would 
quickly meet with denial from him. 

The lecture was chiefly along the lines 
of medical work, illustrated by slides 
showing the rugged nature of the coast

REUNION AT PUNCHARD 


(Continued from Page 1) 


The first toast was “Our School” 
which was responded to by Arthur R. 
Lewis. This he did with very good 
grace, remembering his training as a 
soldier, ‘‘stepping forward to fill a 
vacancy in the ranks,” caused by the 
failure of someone else asked to respond 
to the toast. In a few words he urged 
the members of the association to set an 
example to the boys and girls of the 
rising generation by supporting the 
interests of the school and helping to 
make it the help and influence in the 
community which it ought to be, 

Edmond FE. Hammond, formerly 
president of the association and for 
many years a faithful worker-on the 
executive committee, responded to the 
toast ‘“‘Athletics’”. Mr. Hammond 
felt that participation in school ath- 
letics was a valuable part of a boy’s 
education, developing his body and 
insuring a respect for team work, hon- 
esty, and fair play not only in school 
games, but in the real business of life. 
He presented some very convincing 
figures concerning the victories of Pun- 
chard’s football and baseball teams 
during the past five years which showed 
that the Punchard boys had won a very 
large proportion of the games played 


‘| with some of the strongest teams of the 


surrounding cities and towns, citing 
those of the Exeter high school against 
whom, in the last five years, they had 
scored 138 points to Exeter's six. He 
also commended the excellent work of 
Coach Lovely to whom the success of 
the school athletics is largely due. 

. The lack of a gymnasium where the 
girls may play basketball and the boys 
have the benefit of indoor practice 
during the winter months ts keenly felt 
and, the speaker expressed the hope 
that some wealthy alumnus, some class, 
or the alumni as a whole, might make 
a first class gymnasium a reality, dedi- 
eating it to a world-war veteran, men- 
tioning Tom Carter. In conclusion, he 
offered for sale tickets for the Punchard 
baseball season at one dollar each. 

Granville K. Cutler of the Class of 
85, although he wished the place in 
which he stood were ‘‘a howling wil- 
derness where the savage roamed and 
the wild beast sought his prey”’, gave 
some very interesting reminiscences of 
the scholars and teachers of his day. 
Mr. Cutler was the first child born to a 
Punchard graduate, being the son_ of 
Mrs. Mary Nourse Cutler of the class of 
62, and also the father of the first 
grandchild of a Punchard graduate, 
Miss Dorothy Cutler of the class of 
1917, who is the third generation of her 
family to receive her education in the 
Punchard school. 

Of the eight girls in the class of °85, 
four, Frances Meldrum, Edith McLaw- 
lin, Margaret Donovan and Helen 
Battles, became teachers, all leaving 
their impress upon the lives of children 
in Andover. Mr. Cutter also mentioned 
the names of many men who attained 
success in their chosen professions, and 
made’ their influence felt in civic and 
business life, including Edwin Clark, 
architect; Maynard Clemons, William 
Odlin, Joseph Dennison, lawyers; Myron 
E. Gutterson, Edward S. Gould, Fred- 
erick H. Jones, and Frederic S. Bout- 
well, successful business men, ex- 
pressing the opinion that they all were 
glad that they had once been pupils in 
the Punchard school. 

Principal N. C. Hamblin asked for a 
few moments in which to express his 
sympathy and that of the association to 
Frank JT. Carlton, an alumnus of the 
school and a member of the board of 
trustees, Who is ill at his home on Cen- 
tral street. In thoughtful and loving 
recognition he paid a tribute to Mr. 
Carlton’s Christian and gentlemanly 
nature and the benefit derived from his 
counsel and advice during many years. 

Mr. Hamblin contrasted the com- 
plexity of modern school life with that of 
forty years ago when life was so simple 
that one of his classmates in Revere at 
the age of fifteen had never ridden in a 
railroad train. Mzny interests and dis- 
tractions of present-day life draw boys 
and girls away from the business of going 
to school, and he urged that the influ- 
ence of alumni who have had expericnce 
in life, particularly World War veterans, 
be used in showing boys and girls the 
value of an education in preparing for 
life. 

The business meeting was held in one 
of the schoolrooms of the néw building, 
with President Frederick E. Cheever in 
the chair. HReports of the secretary, 
Miss Ethel Hitchcock, and Arthur 
Lewis, treasurer, were read and accepted. 

The following resolutions upon the 
death of Harry M. Eames and Samuel 
H. Boutwell were presented by Harry 
Sellars and accepted by the associa- 
tion:

Alumni Association, in annual meeting 
assembled, desire to give permanent 
expression to the sense of loss they have 
sustained in the death of Samuel H.

Obituary 
JANE AUG US TA GL IDDEN. 
1848—1920 

Our friend was born in Wakefield, 
New Hampshire, Jan 30, 1848, oldest of 
the twelve children of John - Glidden 
and Abbie Young. 

I never talked with her about her 
early days.or associations, but she was 
well trained in all branches-of a woman’s 
home service, a skilled cook—an expert 
seamstress, and ready in all the ordin- 
ary emergencies of family life. 

At eighteen, in 1866, during our trials 
of the Civil War reconstruction period, 
she came with a sister to enter the ser- 
vice at the Elm House under Samuel 


Bean, and from that day, she chose to 
stay with us, and Andover adopted her, 

I forget now just when she began to 
repair and finally make our gowns and 
when I first joined forces with her to 
work fron’ house to house, “making 
over” in those thirfty times (an art no 
longer needed in this shiftless ready- 
mtade epoch). After I came to be with 
her, I began to realize her great worthi- 
ness as a friend, her patience and for- 
giving spirit towards slights, her loyal 


service in all weathers in so many fam- }-» 


ilies, both those with plenty and those 
who had to save. 

This experience brought out all the 
fine gold of a rare New England char- 
acter. She has always been associated 
in my thought with certain fine old 
trees that keep up bloom and fruit to 
the end, and are saved long for the glory 
of the May blossoms. 

She never betrayed a trust or lost a 
friend. Bred and born in the shadow of 
the grand hills near Ossipee lake, she 
had the inheritance of long lines of 
souls, wise and brave enough to decide 
for duty instead of desire in the large 
issues of living, and gave cheerfully, all 
unwitting of her influence, her life long 
adherence to the principles of the great 
cause which fills the heart of New Eng- 
land today in its struggle with a throt- 
tling Octopus. 

The love of children, her joy in a fine 
horse and her zeal in defence of one ill- 
treated and her odd little fear in the 
dark night trips home when we were 
kept late, and many more endearing 
traits make it hard to choose which to 
seal and which to exhibit. 


She took the oath of allegiance during 
the ministry of Mr. Bigelow of the 
South church, who conducted her burial 
service, April 13, and read “ Lead Kindly 
Light”. Under the Flag of her Master, 
she had been gently led to see that the 
service of her fellow men had led her all 


the years to take the rank of a trained | 


soldier from the start. For forty long 
years, she was ussociated closely with 
two families, at first that of the late 
William Brown of High street, and for 
most of the time of late years, till Sun- 
day, April 11, 1920, when she bade 
goodbye to the faithful associates of 
three generations she had served, she 
was in the late Holmes Eames circle, 
with* whom she had become “Aunt 
Jane’, and she never missed their 
tender care till the very latest breath. 

A younger brother and wife from Ber- 
wick, and his family, two widowed 
sisters, and many of their kin scattered 
far from the old hills, survive. She 
chose wisely a place of repose on the 
sunny side of our Andover Spring 
Grove cemetery, where she will sleep 
with two of her comrades under our 


care. She has heard the verdict, as I 
write, ‘Well done. Faithful to the 
end.” Rich, happy, youthful frend 


Jane, we will hold you till we too, pass 
across the Great Divide, and what you 
have left to Andover to cherish will 
work here for good.

Opening of Mesopotamia to Civiliza- 
tion Likely to Add Largely to the 
World’s Supply. 

As law and order come into the wild 
and unsettled mountains of Mesopo- 
tamia, especially when new roads and 
the eventual railway connect the 
northern Kurdish country around Mo- 
sul with the rest of the world, many 
a now useless tree and shrub will 
doubtless be put to service as a con- 
tributor of gum. The gums of Meso- 
potamia have many commercial uses, 
and the unsystematic tapping and 
trading that now brings the product 
on pack animals to Suleimanaya, 
where merchants buy it from the 
Kurds and sell {t again to other mer- 
chants {n Bagdad, is a mere sugges- 
tion of the industry that may be de- 
veloped by enterprising promoters who 
may have observed the extent of this 
natural resource in Mesopotamia and 
looked further afield than Aleppo and 
Bagdad for markets. Now that Brit- 
ish occupation has opened the land to 
western ideas, it would not be sur- 
prising if the gum industry grew to be 
@ source of considerable national 
wealth, and an important factor in 
creating a new Mesopotamia.

In connection with the studies of 
conditions in the home land the obser- 
ver could not but feel that at last a 
thoroughgoing study of the task of the 
Christian churches was being carried 
out. Some idea of the completeness of 
the survey can be conceived when it-is 
stated that the investigations include 
such unusual studies as the problem of 
the migrant laborers. Such workers 
are the wheat harvesters in the Middle 
West. and the sheep-shearers of the 
Rocky , Mountain regions, who travel 
with the seasons. “Fhe churches: have 
not yet devised a migrant form of church 
to meet the needs of these folks. We 
cannot say that the religious and moral 
destitution of such people is not a mat- 
ter of importance to American Chris- 
tians. It was among just such workers 
at seasonal occupations as these that the 
I. W. W. began its history in this coun- 
trv. In the early days, that organiza- 
tion appears to have accomplished much 
good on behalf of the lumbermen in the 
Northwest; but it) gradually changed 
its aims and methods of adopting sabot- 
age andcother forms of “direct action” 
until it became a menacing influence. 
Had the Christian churches rendered 
to these.migrant workers a sympathetic 
service like that which the Y. M. C. A. 
gave to the fellows in the service dur- | 
ing the war, it would not only have 
greatly bettered their working condi- 
tions but it would also have given them 
right ideals and motives of a Christian 
type which would have enabled them to 
make a more healthy: contribution to 
the social life of the nation. 

Dr. Cross stated that it was impossible 
to present in the course of a single even- 
ing more than a suggestion of the scope 
of the world surveys which are the 
prime object of the organization known 
as the Interchurch World Movement. 
The second purpose of the Movement ts 
the framing of a program for the 
churches of America adequate to meet 
the needs of the world as they are re- 
vealed by the surveys. The third ob- 
jective is the securing of the men, the | 
money, and the prayer-powér by means 
of ~which to carry through this  pro- 
gram. Thirty-one denominations are 
at present cooperating in the Movement 
under official action, in fact the Move- 
ment is simply these thirty-one denom- 
inations working together. They are 
carrying on campaigns of evangelistic 
type, for missionary education of their 
constituencies, for the enlistment of 
vouth in Christian life-service and for 
the promotion of a larger investment of 
money in the enterprises of the churches. 
At the present season the United Simul- 
taneous Campaign for $175,000,000 ts 
at its height. “Fhis-greal-sume is..the 
combined budgets of the missionary, 
educational and other similar agencies 
of the denominations cooperating. in 
the Movement.

The work of the New England Farm 
and Garden Association was presented 
by Mrs. George U. Crocker, its enthus- 
iastic president, who described the pro- 
gram of this organization by which it is 
carrying a message of human fellowship 
to women on isolated farms all over 
New England, making it possible for 
them to carry on life on the farm more 
contentedly. Help is given them in 
finding a market for their products, 
and the increasing success of the Christ- 
mas market, held by the society in Bos- 
ton, is one of the results of this work. 

Mrs. Crocker concluded with a plea 
for assistance in furnishing the new 
girls’ dormitory which is to be opened 
this fall at the Amherst Agricultural 
College. The ever increasing cost of 
building has absorbed the appropria- 
tion to such an extent that there is al- 
most nothing left for furnishings and 
gifts of single articles such as lamps, 
pictures, or chairs, or the furnishings 
for an entire room will be most accept- 
able. 

A growing interest in bee culture in 
Andover led to the choice of Mr. Frank 
Frisbee of North Andover, president of 
the Massachusetts Bee Association, as 
one of the principal speakers of the day. 
An observation frame of comb covered 
with worker bees and their queen added 
interest to the’ life story of the- bee as 
told by the speaker.

ocean trip which can be made on a 
railroad train. writes “Niksah” in the 
Chicagg@,News.

As you ride along this remarkable 
railroad, you look out the window and 
down into the clear shallow water and 
see great schools of -fish playing near 
the surface, and deeper down you can 
glimpse now and then the shadowy 
form of a small shark.

This | was the week of the Punchard 


Alumni Reunion. Many men now scat- 
tered over the world received their edu- 
cation in this school and though they 
left town soon after graduation, and 
have filled their lives with large things, 
still cherish the recollections of their 
school days and remember with affec- 
tion their teachers, their schoolmates 
and the scenes of their childhood. 

One of these men is Andrew A. Brown 
of the Class of 1877, a boy born in Frye 
Village, educated in the public schools, 
who, being endowed with great  busi- 
ness sagacity,,has amassed a fortune in 
the sugar business. He owns the largest 
sugar refinery in the world, makes his 
home in San Francisco, has a ranch 
at Fresno and a summer home on an 
island in the Pacific. During the war 
his partner was one of the dollar-a-year 
men, who helped Food Administrator 
Hoover, and Mr. Brown was himself 
called to Washington several times in 
consultation. 

In spite of these large interests he 
never loses an opportunity to see old 
Andover §riends and revisits with plea- 
sure the familiar haunts of his boyhood. 

Word has recently been received’ in 
Andover that Henry F. Pearson of the 
class of .°74, is revising his book on 
crude rubber, which is ‘dedicated to his 
old school teacher, William G. Gold- 
smith. This book is a standard work on 
the subject, “and has already run through 
many editions. 

Mr. Pearson, after leaving the Pun- 
chard school, began work with the Tyer 
Rubber Co., and by his own efforts has 
attained suceess in the business world 
He was at one time (and may still be) 
editor of the “India .Rubber World” 
He too, makes his home in California, 
though his interests in rubber have 
ealled him into many different parts of 
the world. 

Another man successful in his chosen 
line is A. Ellicott Douglass of the class 
of °84, now. of the Tucson Observa- 
tory in Arizona. Upon a recent visit to 
Andover, he was keenly disappointed 
not to find one familiar face or one fam- 
iliar scene.

Manufacturers are offering every in- 
ducement to the operators to speed up 
production. One said that his concern 
was pushing production as it never had 
before to fill, first, orders for its regular 
customers, and then, if possible, to take 
care of the new
